and hoified him up to the yard, where 
he hang till he was dead. So many thips 
being paid off, the failors are become 
yery riotows, and are conilantly about 
the flreets drunk, and fighting with each 
other, ‘Door Montgomery fecing a 
failor lying bleeding very much, went 
to bis affiftance, but he died before the 
Dottor reached him; upom which the 
D. Gor afkeda faor who ftood nesr him 
if there were no magiftrates in the piace 
to puniih the offenders? ‘ Dama your 
eyes (rep ied the failor) we are ali ma- 
giftratzs.” Upon which the Doctor was 
g'ad to thecr off, and I believe will allow 
all the failors in the fleet to bked to 
death, before he goes to the affiftance of 
one of them again. 

Extračl of a letter from Vienna, in Germa- 

ny, dated February 21, 1783. 

“ A race of mea called Bohemians, 
who are difperfed all over Haogary, Lave 
carried profi gacy fo far as to ob'ige the 
government ftrictly to prohibir their liv- 
ing together. They were diflribsted 
ivc different tribes, or companies, ia- 
habiting the villages, whilft a few among 
them hved under ground, Ia general, 
they, to all apprarance, behaved them- 
felus with great veneration tor thelaws, 
till lat fammer, when one of them be- 
iog taken up, and brought before the 
Judge, gave to his istetrogatorics fuch 
anfwers as led to the difcovery of the 
mohl flagitious atrocities; a ftriét Jerrch 
was made, and from the inquiries fet on 
foot, it appeared, that for thefe twelve 
years, the Bohemians, difperfed in the 
counties of Hangary, bordering on the 
province of Auftria, had fed on human 
feh, without the leat knowledge of fo 
fhacking ap inftance of brutality coming 
tothe ears of the executive power. The 
pediars, or watdering traders, who tra- 
velled with boxes of goods from town

tö town, wero chic ify the victimis of thoy 
monflers, who way laid them, and hg 
ving dragged them ipto their woods 
butchered them in the moft ferocion 
manger, to the found of their mefig, 
infttumeots. The murdered vitigy 
were afterwards jointed, and preferved jy 
falt, as food for the wives and childye, 
of the barbarians. It is unknown hoy 
many have perifhed by their hands,. hy 
it is fappofed 2 confiderable number, y 
the prifous were crouded by à grey 
number of thofe wretches, who, upon 
conviction, were doomed to the mog 
excruciating deaths; But the Emperor 
who difapproves of fach executions, ie 
verfed the fentence of the ordinary Judgi 
es, and ordered every Bohemian, male 
aud female, to be banifhed info the Tir 
kith territories,”
